Fort Worth, Texas, July 29.—(P)— 
Trial of the Rev. Dr. J. Frank Nor- 
ris, indicted for murder today fa con- 
nection with the slaying of D. Elliott 


Chipps here July 17 last, probably 
will be set for September 13. 

This became apparent late today 
when District Attorney R. K. Hanger 
said the trial would not be set be 
fore that date. No case of more im- 
portance is now on the calendar for 
the first regular term of criminal 
court, which opens the first Monday 
in- September. 

Norris’ bond was allowed to stand 
at $10,000 and was ‘signed today by 
11 bondsmen, four of them attorneys, 
including Maryin B. Simpsosa, whom 
Norris sanounced today would head 
his counsel. 

Under rae ‘revised exis laws ‘of 
1913, Dr. Norris may expect one of 
three verdicts from a jury—acquit- 
t..., conviction of murder, or, if the 
issue is injected, of manslaughter. The 
minimum penalty for manslaughter 
i. two years in the penitentiary. The 
maximum for murder is death in he 
electric chair. No suspended sentence 
may be given if a verdict of murder 
is returned. 

The indictment, returned shortly be- 
fore noon, was not une ted and 
hzd been requested by Dr. Norris, 


although the latter had made objec- 
tions to the personnel of the grand 


jury in a public statement issued from 
his office and it had been intimated 
that efforts would be made to quash 
the indictment if returned. 

Although the district attorney's of- 
fice refused to confirm the statement 
of Carl Glaze, 14, that he was the

About a week later it was an- 
nounced by the district attorney's of- 
fice that the thissin,; witness had been 
located, but that he had not accom- 
panied Chipps to the church and: prob- 
ably would be a state’s witness. Glaze 
was not called before the grand jury. 

Immediately after the slaying Dr. 
Norris was taken before the district 
attorney and made a lengthy state- 
ment in which he pleaded self-defense 
and alleged threats against his life by’ 
Chipps.

Nassau, Bahamas, July 209.—-More 
than 150 persons. were believed 
drowned, damage estimated conserva- 
tively at $8,000,000 was caused and 
more than 75 bonts were sunk or de- 
stroyed between Monday: night and 
Tuesday midnight in the most de- 
structive hurricane recorded in Nas- 
sau and the Bahama islands. 

Nassau bore the brunt of the dam- 
age in the storm which swept up out 
of the eastern end of the Caribbean 
sea, wreaking havoe through the en- 
tire British group, and leaving in its 
wake death and destryction. 

With her families homeless in many 
instances, her beautiful drives littered 
with smashed glasa and masses of 


debris, -all-pttblic~-utilities paralyzed, 


Nassau abandoned ali efforts for alle- 
viating her own pitiful condition to 
dispateh any available craft in-search 
of the picturesque sponge fleet, num- 
bering between 150 and 200 small 
sloops and schooners, with the major- 
ity of the 150 persons missing. The 
line of boats filed out of Nassau Fri- 
day, heading for the famous sponge 
beds, lying aside the submerged barks 
off the western rim of Andros island, 
the largest isle of the Bahamas.

Wednesday morning three small fish-

The greater portion of it was 
accumulated from the rise of General 
Motors, which began in 1925 when 
Mr. Durant is believed to have taken 
profits of $12,000,000.

GEORGIA ROADS TODAY. 


Reports are coming in from all 
sections of the state as to the 
“wretched,” or entirely impassable 
conditions, of a number of Georgia 
highways. 

These reports follow two days of 
intermittent rains. 

They will continue throughout 
the year and next year and all years 
to come, following a day or two of 
rain, until Georgia learns that the 
hard-surfaced highway is the only 
permanent year-around highway, 
and until Georgia applies that les- 
son in a business way to highway 
construction. 

Temporary and make-shift roads 
are decidedly more expensive in the 
long run, as they have to be con- 
tinually rebuilt, and the maintenance 
upkeep thereby becomes enormous. 
Georgia’s highway department will 
spend more between now and next 
spring to “maintain” dirt roads, 
over and above the normal cost of 
maintaining permanent roads, than 
it will spend in the construction of 
hard roads. 

The lesson of every rain is a 
severe and a costly one all over 
Georgia, in addition to the delays in 
business and the inexcusable ex- 
pense of money and time imposed 
upon motorists. But it is a lesson 
that is easily “forgotten” under the 
pressure of politics every time the 
sun comes out. 

The only answer to the condi- 
tion of Georgia roads this morning 
is a firm and irrevocable policy to 
build a system of connected paved 
highways, and not a cheap-John sys- 
tem of washable dirt secondary 
roads.

DIARY OF A HEALTHY BOY. 


Extracts from his mother’s letter: 

“Our little son (or rather our tall, 
slender son) is 13 years old. He is a 
healthy specimen now, though he was 
a delicate-appearing baby, and I’ve 
always been particular about his food 
and his rest, but I’ve never bothered 
about drafts or wet fect or heavy 
clothing. Nice, motherly neighbors 
have always predicted that he would 
‘catch his death o’ cold.” He never 
has had but one attack of coryza and 
two sore throats, measles mildly, and 
mumps. He has always played out- 
doors in all sorts of weather, and 
we've camped out in really cold 
weather and in pouring rains, as we 
are motor-camping fans. Since he was 
a toddler I’ve always let him put on 
his bathing suit and play outdoors in 
the rain. In zero weather he comes 
cheerfully down the street with his 
coat open and his cap stuffed in his 
pocket. I try to make him wear a cap 
in wrater, to prove to the neighbors 
that he has one, but he says his head 
gets hot and he usually carries it in 
a pocket. In this he emulates his fa- 
ther who wears his hat in his hand or 
in the back seat of the car. Once we 
were ready to start for an afternoon 
wedding, whea father’s hat could not 
be found. Finally he remembered he 
wore it to church last.

Catholics Warnéd. 


Catholic authorities today reiterated 
the warning to Catholics to refrain 
from all public demonstrations as the 
aim of the episcopacy is to create 
a deep national sentiment in favor of 
religious liberty and demonstrate to 
the world the fact that the present 
anti-Catholic laws are not an expres; 
sion of the will of the vast majority of 
Mexicans. 

Fly leaves were circulated today 
and yesterday urging Catholics to or- 
ganize for a monster anti-government 
demonstration Saturday and Sunday. 
These were denounced by Catholic au- 
thorities as the work of enemies of 
the church determined to create trou- 
ble for the Catholics. 

While all the churches of the city 
and the federal district continue to 
receive increasingly large crowds, la- 
bor organizations work unceasing- 
ly for a monster labor demonstration 
Sunday manifesting the support of 
labor for the policy of the government 
toward religious organizations. 

The Mexican Federation of Labor 
this morning issued a call to mem- 
bers of the. organization to support 
the government, in part as follows:

Both departed shortly before the storm 
burst upon the city, the Brontes pro- 
ceeding for San Salvador and the 
latter for the island of Inaugua. 
Shortly after the storm had jumped 
to the Florida coast, the Munson steam- 
er Munamar from New York and the 
Canadian fisher, from Kingston, Ja- 
maica, arrived safely. 

The first news of the hurricane be- 
yond the island was brought in late 
Wednesda by Miami newspapermen, 
who had been lost for six hours on 
a deserted spot south of Andros is- 
land. Another airplane seeking a 
distressed yacht supplied fuel suf- 
ficient for the party to reach Nassau. 
The newspapermen, including Hal 
I. Leyshon, of the Miami Daily News, 
and R. P. Mitchell, Miami corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press, sub- 
sequently flew through the outer is- 
lands over the two Bimini islands, 
Morgan’s Bluff, as well as the inter- 
vening smaller keys, and Great Isaac, 
where the British lighthouse stood in 
danger of crumbling, after a 140-mile 
gale had blown away much of the two 
small houses on the promontory. Every 
island suffered as did Nassau, only on 
a somewhat smaller scale, and water 
covered the greater portion of these 
outer islands, During the late aft- 
ernoon boats from the Florida ocast 
were beginning to negotiate the still 
choppy waters.

Harbor island has about 2,000 inhabi- 
tants who claim to be descended from 
the buccaneers. 

Scattered over a distance of 780 
miles, the Bahama Islands form a bar- 
rier between the Atlantic ocean and 
the eastern entrance to the Gulf of 
Mexico. Their formation is chiefly 
from wind-blewn piles of shell and 
sand, the total area being 4.403 1-2 
miles, Nassau is the capital and the 
Andros islands are the largest and 
most densely wooded. Sponge fishing 
is the principal industry. Government 
is administered by the British crown. 
Nassau’s population ig 12,544. 

It was on San Salvador, one of the 
group on the Atlantic side, that Co- 
lumbus first landed in 1492.

AS THEY LOSE AT WATER POLO

pared for such aa oceurrence. 

Kimmick also swung vigorously at 
the second ball, but missed, and then 
took time out to remove his water- 
wings, which seemed to impede his 
swing. This action brought a great 
huzzah as the fans realized that the 
man was willing to risk his life in the 
chilly water rather than strike out. 

The removal of the safety device 
had its effect and the third ball pitch- 
ed cracked oa the paddle and sailed 
away toward the seoreboard, where 
Mule Haas waited ready to stroke in 
pursuit. 

Immediately it bhecame apparent 
that the great swimming power of the 
“Mule” would be taxed to the limit 
to reach the ball before it went for a 
home run. He dove gracefully and 
started to swim under water in 
the direction of the scoreboard with 
the idea of emerging from the water 
in time to trap the falling pellet. 

One mioute passed—the ball had 
fallen near the scoreboard and _ the 


raft, only to be pulled back by the

New York, July 29.—()—The cot- 


ton market today furnished another 
display of underlying strength and 
made a new high record for the season. 
with all positions but December at or 
above the 18-cent level. At the ex- 
treme advance the market was 15 to 
20 points net higher but the close was 
off under realizing, and only 2 to 19 
points net higher. _. 

Most of the upturn came in the aft- 
ernoon when Wall street interests and 
New Orleans were large buyers. The 
opening was rather quiet and only-1 
point lower to 1 point higher, and be- 
fore the upturn began the market 
sagged off 3 tu 7 points under the 
previous close, with October at 17.78 
and January at 17.77. 

The drop was checkeg by indications 
that the tropical storm had caused 
heavy rains in Georgia and the Caro- 
linas which were confirmed in later 
ativices reporting five or six inches in 
some places. This more than oftset 
the clearing weather in the southwest 
and promoted a buying movement that 
continued with little intermission 
throughout the balance of the day un- 
til just before the close when realizing 
developed. 

Increased strength and activity was 
reported both in southern spot mar- 
kets and in local cotton goods circles, 
adding to the aggressiveness of bull in- 
terests who- were also influenced by 
estimates that early ginning figures 
this year, because of the lateness of 
the crop. will be very much under 
those of the same time last year. 

October and December’ contracts 
were sold by spot traders during the 
day, believed’ to represent the placing 
of hedges against spot cotton pur- 
chased Jast week from southwestern 
cooperatives, The report was that two 


large spcet firms, one in Texas and the 
other in South Carélina, had boughi 
around 100,000 bales from the farm- 
er’s organizations, practically clearing 
up their stocks,

New Orleans, La., July 29.—()—

The Day in Finance 


Sixty Per Cent Dividend Seen 
for General Motors Stock 
This Year by Friends of onal 
ponts. 


New York, July 29.—Excitement 
in the stock market reached the point 
today where brokers ate their lunch- 
eon at‘their c.sks. General Motors 
was again the star performer, creat- 
ing more excitement and feverishness 
than has been experienced in Wall 
street in days. This stock, which again 
overshadowed the entire market, 
opened at 181 against last night’s 
close of 179 and before noon made a 
new high at 188 1-2 on an enormous 
volume of trading. 

Some of the old-timers in Wall 
street declared excitedly that there 
was nothing that could explain the 
action of General Motors except fran- 
tic short covering, adding confiden- 
tially. that if insiders had not used 
the heavy outstanding short interest 
in this stock the last few days to 
take profits, the price would have 
shot up to $250 a share. A more ac- 
ceptable explanation heard in bank 
parlor gossip has to do with a spe- 
cial meeting of General Motors finance 
committee held late yesterday at 
which. the decision was reached to 
recommend a 50 per cent stock divi- 
dend at the regular meeting of di- 
rectors August 12. 

It is worth keeping in mind during 
all this excitement about General Mo- 
tors that the company earned $17 a 
share for its stock during the first 
half of 1926; that the president of 
the company stated yesterday that on 
June 30 the balance sheet showed 
$195,000,000 in cash and marketable 
securities; that DuPont owns 26 per 
cent of General Motors stock; that 
several ‘prominent officials of the Du- 
Pont company are members of the 
finance committee; that General Mo- 
tors is expected to earn not less than 
$30 a share this year on its stock.
